producer obtains, but often get articles almost 
worthless. 


But if we can have our factories, machine- 


shops and foundries in our own neighborhood, 
we are eirabled to get a high price for what we 
produce, and to purchase oi those who manufac- 
ture at a less price than the articles will bring at 
a distant market. 


But we are told that if we let England, Ire- 


land, France, Geimany, Russia, and in fact the 
world, manufacture lor us, that these foreigners 
will purchase our provisions to consume, while 
thus employed ; but will not every one at a 
glance see, that all the land near any manufac- 
luting establishment, it invariably highly culti 
vated, and thereby produces all the vegetables, 
milk, eggs, and a large proportion of all the 
meat which is necessary for the consumption oi 


;and 


does not a home market always enrich the farm- 
er? 
In fact, a people who manufacture for 


themselves, must necessarily grow nch, for it is 
the surplus, property produced, (and not what 
money there is among a people) that makes them 
independent, happy, rich, and contented. 
But 


a people who produce the raw material, and pay 
for the transportation'of the same by a reduced 
price, to some foreign country, where it is man 
ulabtured and then pay transportation back to 
their own door, must be the klave ot the subjects 
or the nobles of thg country who manufacture 
for them. 


We cannot export a large amount of provis- 


ions and none of the articles by which the farm- 
er, who lives in a manufacturing district makes 
the most of his money, guch as potatoes, garden
